I have gone through the records of the case . It is seen 
that the application for renewal of mining lease was 
submitted in the year 1988 namely about 14 years back 
without proper documents as required under Rule 22 of 
Mineral Concession Rules, 1960. The application for 
renewal of mining lease was rejected earlier by the 
Government vide Order dated 25-4-90 which was set 
aside by the Central Government on 17-6-93 in the 
revision application filed by the applicant with a 
direction to the State Government to dispose of the 
renewal application on merits and in accordance to law . 
Subsequent to the passing of the order by the Revisional 
Authority around 9 years have passed and regrettably 
the valid clearance cerificate which is required under 
rule 22 of Mineral Concession Rules , 1960 has still not 
been submitted . A statutory notice as required under 
Rule 26 (3 ) of Mineral Concession Rules , 1960 was issued 
to the applicants on 9-4-02 and despite this notice the 
applicants did not bother to take any effective steps to 
submit the same. Finally a notice for personal hearing 
was issued on 1-7-02 which was received by the 
applicants. However till date the applicants have failed 
to clear all the mining dues and produce the valid 
clearance certificate . It is also seen from the available 
records that the mining lease is not in operation for the 
last 25 years .
